Bush — or McCain — would need to launch 
an attack on Iran; to go to war with Russia if 
Viadimir Putin’s puppet government, say, in- 
vaded the Ukraine; or to expand the scope of 
the secret war the United States is now wag- 
ing in Pakistan. 

To be fair to Bush, and by extension 
McCain, throughout the 2oth century presi- 
dents unconstitutionally grabbed power to 
wage unsanctioned wars while Congress sat 
by and twiddled its thumbs. But what was 
once a constitutional outrage seems now to 
be perceived by some to be a divine right. 

(Didn't the 13 colonies stage a revolution to 
rid themselves of kings?) 

The idea of a unitary executive is rooted 
in the thinking of German legal scholar 
and political philosopher Carl Schmitt, 
who held that all executive power — even 
in a democracy — is essentially dictatorial. 
Presidents, he argued, should recognize a 
spade is a spade and dig in, seizing the pow- 

s they need to get their jobs done. 

“If the constitution _—_ a state is democratic,” 
Schmitt held, “then every exceptional negation 
of democratic wdhelaiiens every exercise of state 
power independent of the approval of the ma- 
jority, can be called dictatorship.” 

For Schmitt, the power of the executive to 
decide what constitutional provisions to ignore 
was the essence of leadership. The power to rule 
is the power to make exceptions to the law. 

Schmitt, who served the Nazi party as a 
lawyer and theoretician, defended in court and 
developed for the Nazi intellectual classes the 
rationale for Adolf Hitler's seizure of power and 
subsequent civil terror tactics. 

After the end of World War Il, Schmitt was 
detained, questioned, and subject to house 
arrest by American forces. He served a year in 
an internment camp, but was spared harsher 
retribution, probably because the more extreme 
elements of the S.S. found him insufficiently 
anti-Semitic and opportunistic. Schmitt's belief 
that German law should be cleansed of “Jewish 
spirit,” and his brief that the Nazi political mas- 
sacres were “administrative law of the highest 


order,” apparently did not qualify him for true 
Aryan brotherhood. 

Schmitt lived until 1985, and in his dotage 
became something of a guru to thinkers of both 
the hard right and the new left who shared his 
distain for liberal-style democracy. 

The purest expression of Schmitt’s think- 
ing as channeled by the Bush administration 
is to be found in former Bush advisor and at- 
torney John Yoo’s defense of the presidential 
right to imprison without trial and torture 
political detainees in the name of the so-called 
war on terror. 

Yoo is the brains behind that plan, devel- 
oping an elaborate justification for torture, 
something explicitly forbidden by the con- 
stitutional prohibition of “cruel and unusual 
punishment.” 

When asked if the presidential power to tor- 
ture would extend to crushing the testicles of a 
prisoner’s child in order to get the information 
sought from the prisoner, Yoo responded: “I 
think it depends.” 

Much depends on the outcome of this na- 
tional election: the future of our wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan; the future of foreign policy 
with Iran, Russia, and China; the new-term 
future of the economy at home and abroad. 

But the most important and least discussed 
aspect of this presidential election is the future 
of constitutional government in the United 
States. A McCain election would keep this na- 
tion on its current path to a presidential dicta- 


torship. Democrat Barack Obama would reverse 


that direction. Nothing could be simpler or

Sakakini and a team of filmmakers hit Michigan, Pen 
sylvania, Ohio, and New Hampshire, looking for Sarahs who 
would express their support for Obama on camera, and met

16 this past November in Cambridge, 
Marshall recruited a handful of friends 
to join him. The best parts, he recalls, 
were the drawings contributed by wait- 
resses and the conversations he had 
with some of his subjects. 

“It’s the people that make it fun,” 
says Marshall. But let’s face it: sketch- 
ing other people public can be, well, 
sketchy. Marshall acknowledges there 
is an inherent invasion of privacy that 
comes with capturing someone else's 
personal moments on paper without 
their knowledge. For Marshall, though, 
the potential for social interaction is 
worth it. 

“(Drawing] is a very solitary thing,” 
he says, “but when you decide to go 
against the grain and make what's 
supposed to be private public, it’s the 
closest thing we'll ever have to what a 
performing artist has.” 

Marshall has taken it upon himself 
to build local SketchCrawl participation, 
encouraging artists of all skill levels to 
join up. For him, it’s not about exper- 
tise — it’s about enjoying yourself. 

“One thing I think the art industry 
has done is create such a stench of pre- 
tension that you forget this is supposed 
to be fun,” says Marshall. “The beer and 
the laughing — that stuff helps.” 

But by the end of the crawl, who 
knows if these artists will be able 
to walk a straight line, much less 
draw one.

supposed to be the heart of Wilkerson’s b 

The other eyebrow-raising situation concerns 
stewardship black-leadership confer- 
ence that, while attracting big-name corporate sponsors, 
appears to have failed to see to the filing of mandatory 
tax returns for that organization. 

Wilkerson did not respond several requests for 
interview, nor to a list of questions e-mailed to her press 
secretary. 


FRIENDS HIGH PLACES 

While there is little doubt that Wilkerson enjoys wide- 
spread grassroots support among black voters, less recog- 
nized least until now the crucial support that 
has often come from white friends in high places. 

In November of 2006, Wilkerson received a $66,900 
mortgage from the Commonwealth Capital Corporation. 
The mortgage does not specify interest rate, has 
bizarre 18-month term, and is the only personal loan 
Commonwealth Capital found file the Suffolk 
Registry Deeds database that goes back far 
1979.

They manage sprawling portfolio build- 
ings housing thousands units much 
inherited from their father, Max including 
Tremont on the Common, the downtown condo 
tower overlooking the park that also houses 
their offices. (Requests for comment from either 
Robert William Kargman were unsuccessful; 
ultimately, assistants said they were out town 
and would be unavailable for comment.) 

The brothers tend keep low media pro- 
file, though that has been difficult maintain 
in recent years, as the Kargmans have sought to 
give get out federal low-income housing 
contracts order refashion their buildings 
into upscale apartments and condos. While 
there nothing that legally prevents them from 
doing so, given the shortage affordable hous- 
ing in the state, this has angered tenants and 
affordable-housing advocates. 

The Kargmans “made windfall profits with 
little cash investment in the 1960s, and still 
more when they refinanced the early 
Says Michael Kane, executive director the 
Massachusetts Alliance of HUD Tenants, “and 
now they stand to make even more by going 
market, all paid for taxpayers and ten- 
ants.” Kane estimates the brothers own nearly 
dozen large developments around the state 
that were financed with 40-year mortgages 
from the Department Housing and Urban 
Development that have reached are nearing 
the end their terms. 

Given the nature of their business, members 
the Kargman family have long sought have 
their say Washington and Beacon Hill. 
Max, the patriarch, served president the 
National Advisory Council HUD Management 
Agents. William, his son, was chairman of a 
national HUD managers lobby group in the early 
1990s, and then head of the rental-housing divi- 
sion of the Creater Boston Real Estate Board, 
influential Beacon Hill lobby. The Kargman 
brothers have also contributed political candi- 
dates, with Robert donating nearly $39,000 and 
William nearly $11,000 since the start of 2007 
to candidates in national races. Records in the 
Office Campaign and Political Finance show 
that, along with members of their families, 
they have also over the past several years con- 
tributed to candidates at the state level, includ- 
ing Wilkerson sums that collectively figure 
the tens thousands. 

Lawmakers Beacon Hill have wrung their 
hands over the issue “expiring use” how 
keep affordable-housing owners from cashing 
in when subsidy contracts end — for a decade, 
but this year the matter finally came the fore. 
Affordable-housing advocates estimate that, in 
addition the thousands subsidized units 
that have already been lost, another 8000 more 
could disappear over the next few years owners 
choose not to renew federal and state contracts. 


PASSIVE PUSH 

All this would seem put Wilkerson 

the other side the political fence from the 
Kargmans. She represents district with the 
largest concentration subsidized housing 
the state, and she has been the lead sponsor of 
several expiring-use bills, including one this 
past session, that sought protect ten- 
ants from eviction and allow municipalities 
regulate rents when affordability contracts ex- 
pire. touting the bill, Wilkerson’s campaign 
literature noted that “This issue has become in- 
creasingly urgent given the affordable-housing 
shortage within Boston right now.” 

Kane, the head the HUD-tenant group, 
said that Wilkerson had been the point person 
for many its legislative priorities. But dur- 
ing the past session, when the issue expir- 
ing use was finally getting serious hearing, 
Kane feels that Wilkerson “dropped the ball,” 
adding, “She didn’t lift finger save her 
own bill. We asked her to go to Ways and 
Means for support for months, and neither 
she nor her staff did anything.”

ferent expiring-use bill sponsored the chair 
the Senate Housing Committee, Democratic 
State Senator Susan Tucker, Andover, which 
gives the state the “right first refusal” when 
owners seek sell subsidized properties. But 
Kane considers woefully inadequate since 
allows owners intent keeping their build- 
ings, like the Kargmans, simply opt out 
affordability contracts. In any case, the bill 
never did pass the House. 

Did loan Wilkerson figure 
what Kane characterizes her passivity 
pushing legislation for affordable housing? 
That is a difficult question to answer, since 
neither Wilkerson nor the Kargmans would 
talk. political circles, Wilkerson consid- 
ered friend the construction and real-estate 
industries. On controversial projects, such 
as the Boston University biolab or Columbus 
Center, she has taken pro-development posi- 
tions that have put her odds with some activ- 
ists her district. 

Few are more critical Wilkerson’s 
involvement development issues than 
Kerrick Johnson, community activist who 
leads Lower Roxbury residents group and 
minority construction-worker alliance, the 
Roxbury Builders’ “She’s been this for 
while,” says Johnson, “trying insinuate 
herself overseer real-estate development 
her district.” 

Johnson has sought extract more neigh- 
borhood benefits particular, construction 
jobs for minority residents from developers 
during the city-review process, only, claims, 
have Wilkerson and what Johnson calls “her 
cronies” present themselves true representa- 
tives the Lower Roxbury community.

donned the mantle of one of the state’s most 
powerful black leaders — perhaps no more 
conspicuously than the organizer 
annual conference called 21st Century Black 
Massachusetts. 
Wilkerson has organized the 
conference, which bills itself 
for the gathering 
Black residents from across 
the Commonwealth,” the 
Hynes Convention Center from 
2002 through 2007. press 
release ahead of the 2003 event, 
Wilkerson said, “If Blacks 
our state are going achieve 
quality life that results 
increased economic security, 
better health, greater educa- 
tional attainment, and strong 
political voice, then going 
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have create alliances beyond city borders 
to do it.” 

Over the years, the event has drawn nation- 
al leaders, including Reverend Jesse Jackson 
in 2004, and Governor Deval Patrick, who 
addressed the forum 2005 during his guber- 
natorial campaign. 

It wasn’t until 2006, however, that 
Wilkerson formed organization collect 
and raise funds for the conference. Judging 
its articles incorporation, the organization 
was Closely tied her campaign. Its mailing 
address Wilkerson’s former district office. 

Its treasurer, Monica Dean, was Wilkerson’s 
campaign manager, and its president, Carla 
Richards, was her chief staff. (Messages left 
with Richards were not returned.) 

After registering with the Internal Revenue 
Service (IRS) and the state early 2006 
501(c)3, the group touted its tax-exempt status 
its Web site seeking drum sup- 
port. 2007, the conference was backed 
prominent corporations seeking demonstrate 
their social responsibility, including Bank 
America and the Red Sox. 

But after registering the nonprofit, Wilkerson 
who listed the sole director the nonprofit 
and whose then-office was (and still is) listed 
the organization’s address when the 501(c)3 
paperwork was initially filed neglected 
file tax returns. This not the first time she 
has failed meet the requirements the IRS: 
Wilkerson served time halfway house fol- 
lowing income-tax-evasion conviction 
1997.

Under federal law, any organization with 
estimated annual receipts exceeding $25,000, 
such Wilkerson’s, required file annual 
reports and make those documents avail- 
able the public. spokesperson for the 
State attorney general's office, which over- 
sees public charities, said Century Black 
Massachusetts has been informed that not 
compliance and has yet respond. The IRS 
can level $10,000 fine for noncompli- 
ance with filing requirements and revoke tax- 
exempt status. 

Because reports have been filed, there’s 
way knowing how much the charity 
has received how has spent its funds. 
However, Bank America alone, one six 
corporate sponsors, cut a check for $10,000, 
according to its foundation’s 2007 return. 
(There record the conference having 
been held this year.)

Wilkerson did disclose the charity her 
2007 “statement of financial interests,” which 
the State Ethics Commission requires annually 
elected and high-ranking officials.

Such imprecise disclosure the State 
Ethics Commission may seem like minor 
oversight. And perhaps is. But Wilkerson’s 
failure discuss her actions, especially when 
viewed against the backdrop her troubled 
history, suggests that she hopes another round 
investigations concerning political impropri- 
ety and taxes materialize least until 
after Election Day.

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another auction, Christie’s two 
years later, the original “scroll” manu- 
script of On the Road was sold for $2.4 mil- 
lion to Jim Irsay, the owner of the NFL

the time his passing, was known 
(to those whom was known all) 
“Lou Carr,” respected newspaper lifer who 
logged nearly half century with United 
Press International and wound the chief 
of that agency’s news desk in Washington.

That tale fascinating the press 
might also lend itself dramatic ad- 
aptation occurred many. his in- 
troduction to Hippos, Crauerholz notes 
that, over the years, recognizable as 
pects of the Carr-Kammerer killing have 
cropped up “in novels and memoirs... 
by Chandler Brossard, William Gaddis, 
Alan Harrington, John Clellon Holmes, 
Anatole Broyard, Howard Mitcham, and 
even James Baldwin.” 

Ginsberg, in a school project, was the 
first the inner circle attempt fic- 
tional treatment, but when word of The 
Bloodsong, Ginsberg’s work-in-progress 
for a Columbia creative-writing class, 
reached the university administration, 
the future poet was summoned to the 
dean's office and threatened with expul- 
sion lest further damage 
already-sullied reputation with his 
“smutty” novel. 

Ginsberg dutifully discontinued his 
project, and Kerouac and Burroughs 
commenced writing And the Hippos Were 
Boiled in Their Tanks shortly thereafter. 
(The title was touch quintessentially 
Burroughsian whimsy, appropriated 
from radio broadcast describing cir- 
cus fire.) The two alternated chapters in 
a curious format that led to a sometimes- 
bewildering three levels authorship. 

The chapters are pseudonymously nar- 
rated “Will Dennison” (the Burroughs 
narrator) and “Mike Ryko” (the Kerouac

stream novel The Town and the City (1950). 
Not until they followed Howl 
with their own respective signature 
works, Kerouac’s On the Road (1957) and 
Burroughs’s Naked Lunch (1959), did they 
become Jack Kerouac and William S. 
Burroughs. 

The publishing world reacted with 
sublime indifference to the Hippos 
manuscript, which after numerous 
rejections was eventually stowed away 
under floorboard the home 
Kerouac’s mother, and the unread book 
assumed certain legendary under- 
ground cachet. (I had heard about it 
even before Kerouac’s death, and that 
years ago.) 

Kerouac, who periodically attempted 
to revive interest in Hippos, was wont 
masterpiece, but then Jack thought 
every first draft he ever wrote was a 
masterpiece, and many of them weren't. 
(If nothing else, last year’s publica- 
tion The Scroll has validated the role 
Malcolm Cowley; Kerouac claimed 
Cowley’s revisions of On the Road had 
done grievous harm the work’s intend- 
“spontaneity,” but comparison 
the two pretty conclusively establishes 
that the Viking editor made it a much 
better book.) 

Burroughs, on the other hand, even- 
tually came to conclude that the pub- 
lishers’ response the book had been 
justified. Though written in the style 
of a period detective novel, Hippos was 
hardly a whodunit, since the killing, 
done with axe instead pocket 
knife, essentially ends the novel; the 
dual first-person treatment precludes 
any attempt get inside the head 
Carr, who in the day between the killing 
and his surrender must have felt like 
Raskolnikov. In fact, their analysis of 
the bizarre Carr-Kammerer relationship 
doesn’t get much beyond 
observation that “when they get togeth- 
er, something happens.”

Having made a success of their remark- 
ably authentic Peruvian restaurant in 
Union Square, the owners Machu Picchu 
moved bigger space yards across 
the street. Then they cleaned out that original 
room, installed a rotisserie, modernized the 
décor, and opened new restaurant the 
old space confusingly, also called Machu 
Picchu with even-less-expensive menu 
Peruvian treats (and some holdovers). Want a 
$9 chicken dinner or a $14 steak? You could put 
with little pan-flute music for that, right? 
Curiously, the yucca fries ($6.95), native to 
Peru and served with most entrées, are only 
middling, not really crisp, while the plan- 
tains — from Africa — are wonderfully sweet, 
and the yuquitas ($6.95) — native to Brazil — 
are glorious. This may be due to the fact that 
yucca is closer to pure starch than is a potato, 
so the symphony of starch, grease, and salt is 
uninhibited Dy too many vitamins or miner- 
als. It also may have to do with correct frying 
temperatures, which are different for yucca 
and potatoes. Certainly the huancaina sauce, 
borrowed from an Andean potato dish, is a 
major factor in the syccess of Machu Picchu’s 
yucca fries. It’s creamy with rich flavor and 
real bite courtesy of the Peruvian yellow chili 
called aji amarillo. Another creamy sauce is 
available, this one green and a little less incen- 
diary. Both make wonderful fried-yucca dips. 
Choclo Peruano ($6.99), a seasonal peasant 
meal of corn on the cob with only eight rows 
of giant white kernels, is a fine traditional ap- 
petizer. comes frozen from Peru and served 
with rubbery white cheese. You could also move 
into the key of meat with combination street- 
snack platters. ($12.99) features 
grilled tripe, chicken gizzards, and pieces 
beef-heart meat, all pre-treated with cumin 
and pepper. The beef heart, the classic “anti- 
cucho” ($7.99 a la carte), is the best, though

of the fire. The tripe are the easiest to eat, but 
don’t absorb flavor so well. 

Machu Picchu has some fun salads, such 
quinoa ($6.95), which is a novel use of the un- 
usual grain. I’ve never had it as a cold molded 
salad, but it works better than pasta salad, 
garnished with avocado and few of the giant 
corn kernels. The Machu Picchu salad ($6.99) 
is similar to a garden salad, with the addition 
kernels and cheese cubes. The Misti salad, 
served with many of the entrées, is named for 
a looming volcano near the mile-high colonial 
city Arequipa. Unfortunately, this is a modest 
heap of lettuce and tomato. 

Familiar appetizers and small plates are less 
interesting. The empanada ($3.50) is a fine pas- 
try turnover with a chopped meat and vegetable 
filling that isn’t at the level of the Argentine 
version, or even a decent Cornish pasty. But the 
tamale ($6.99) is enormous and certainly fills 
you up, as it’s mostly tamale and not much 
pork, I didn’t see any hot sauce bottles, so | bor- 
rowed some of the huancaina sauce. 

On to the chicken. The rotisserie pollo a 
la brasa ($15.99/whole chicken; $8.99/half; 
$5.99/quarter) comes with fries and a Misti sal- 
ad. The secret 24-hour marinade must feature 
salt or soy sauce, since the chicken — even the 
breast meat — is as juicy as brined Brazilian 
barbecue. The rotisserie gives it a nice crust. El 
parihuelo ($12.99), grilled half chicken, has the 
salt on the outside, and with it you get better 
side dishes, such as the plantains. Pollo al es- 
tilo ($9.99) has some tomatoes and onions, so 
you end up with something similar to a sauce. 
On the whole, stick with the pollo a la brasa.

How many ways can Angelina Jolie cry? 
With growing panic and incredulity her 
character, Christine Collins, discovers that 
her son Walter missing. With terror turn- 
ing into relief as Captain Jones (Jeffrey Dono- 
van) of the LAPD arrives to tell her that Wal- 
ter alive. And that’s just the beginning: 

Changeling rolls and on, Jolie cries with 
steely rage and frustration, with desperation 
and resolve, with vulnerability and tender- 
ness, with happiness tinged with melan- 
choly short, she gives those tear ducts 
workout punctuate every twist and turn 
Clint convoluted but oddly 
inert true-life tale injustice, evil, and the 
irresistible force mother’s love. Not 
mention providing lots material for her 
Oscar highlights reel. 

Somewhere between these close-ups 
unfolds a fascinating narrative, but, re- 
layed with typical minimalist 
style, barely competes with the his- 


trionics. single mother whose husband 
has skipped town, Christine works ina 
managerial position with the phone com- 
pany, a rarity in 1928. (She supervises the 
switchboard, job that allows Eastwood 
indulge the surreal image her gliding 
on roller skates to cover her post.) She’s a 
tough cookie who teaches her son the im- 
portance responsibility and not backing 
down, but she finds these virtues hard 
sort out when she’s asked fill for co- 
worker the day she’d promised take 
Walter the movies. Sure enough, when 
she returns home, the boy gone. 

Meanwhile, the LAPD having its own 
problems. Radio evangelist Briegleb 
(John Malkovich) has spurred on a public 
outcry against the force’s corruption and bru- 
tality. (They’re like the guys Magnum Force, 
except their vigilantism for the purpose 
extortion rather than law and order.) Solving 
the Collins kidnapping would get them some 
positive PR. they reunite mother and child 
with big press turnout, and when Christine 
insists that the boy isn’t her son, they strong- 
arm her and tell her take the kid 
trial basis.” Her doubts only increase when 
she discovers that the new Walter not only 
three inches shorter but (shades Europa Eu- 
ropa) circumcised. 

Comparisons between this absurd in- 
sistence fiction fact the cops 
Changeling and that the present admin- 
istration illusory weapons mass de- 

struction may coincidental. 
Likewise, regarding Eastwood 
feminist and his film 
critique patriarchal power 
might exaggeration, 
especially since the story veers 
into a serial-killer hunt (with 
Jason Butler Harner’s perfor- 
mance perhaps the best 
thing the movie) climaxing 
with not one but two simulta- 
neous courtroom sequences. 
And believe me, Jolie tears 
into them both. 

No, as Christine has to be

The gory, gruesome Dead Space

Ina survival horror game, the setting 
everything. Dead Space has good 
one. You play Isaac Clarke, member 
three-man rescue team sent answer 
distress call from the deep-space mining 
vessel Ishimura. arrives find the ship 
deserted its crew, and crawling with 
hordes of unholy beasts. No, the premise 
isn’t terribly original, and neither are the 
events that follow. But the developers have 
done superb job grounding the story 
line convincing physical space, and that 
makes all the difference. 

True, the claustrophobic, mono- 
chromatic corridors the Ishimura 
don’t offer anything we haven't 
seen before. The corners Dead 
Space stuffed with revealing 
details, like the city Rapture 
BioShock, and neither does the ship 
itself seen like a sentient foe, as 
was the case both System Shock 
The Ishimura laid out ina 
utilitarian style, built from prefab- 
ricated parts that seem purely func- 
tional. People worked here, even 
you don’t get the sense that anybody 
once lived here. 

The game’s stroke genius 
to integrate usually player-specific 
gameplay elements, like Isaac’s 
heads-up display, into the game 
world. When you check Isaac’s 
map inventory, see the holograms 
the appropriate images projected front 
him. The effect eliminate the secu- 
rity player usually feels while accessing 
menus. Isaac can find himself attacked 
while scouting his route watching 
video transmission from crewmate. It’s 
sneaky and brilliant way shred one 
the few safety nets player has the 
typical survival horror game. 

Despite that innovation, perhaps be- 
cause it, the bulk Dead Space’s gameplay 
seems all too formulaic. Crinding through

the vacuum space are terrifying not 
because there are icky monsters crawling ev- 
erywhere, but for the suffocating sensation 
isolation they impose. The single most mem- 
orable moment the game mad dash 
across the hull of the ship, in dead silence, as 
Isaac’s air out. 

Otherwise, the horror experience hits the 
same note over and over. The monsters 
gruesome, writhing things called Necro- 
morphs keep bursting out 
vents inopportune times. Their 
limbs are more vulnerable to your 
weapons than are their bodies, 
dismemberment is the key to vic- 
tory. After a skirmish, Isaac stands 
knee-deep in body parts. Despite 
the grotesque zsthetics, it all plays 
out like a standard shooter. A few 
boss battles are massive in scale, but 
almost all of them are based on the 
old stand-by shooting your 
glowing weak spots. Even a zero- 

duel against one massive beast 
doesn’t ask you to do much more 
than aim and fire. 

You may jump in fright often 
when playing Dead Space. You 
feel that sense building dread 
— of true horror. Partly that’s due to 
lack the psychological depth that marks 
the genre’s best games. Isaac spends most 
his time running around fixing things 
for other characters. Despite hints that 
had a former lover on board the Ishimura, we 
never get a sense that anything is at stake 
for him beyond the obvious. By the time a 
story line develops, it’s too little, too late, 
and capped truly cheap ending. Still, 
Dead Space succeeds polished, entertain- 
ing shooter. engaging from beginning 
end. It’s just not new entry the pan- 
theon survival horror.

Boleros for the Disenchanted; November; Martha Mitchell Calling

n Boleros for the Disenchanted, Puerto Ri- 

can-born José Rivera looks beyond the 

fairy dust and sexual spark probe the 

full meaning “till death part.” 

But at the same time that this mov- 
ing hardly magical work, which based 
on the playwright’s parents’ marriage, is 
about connection, it is also about discon- 
nection — about a married life lived sev- 
ered from all roots but each other. In other 
words, Boleros is as much an emigrants’ as 
couple’s story, and it’s seen here pro- 
duction the Huntington Theatre Com- 
pany (at the Calderwood Pavilion through 
November 15) that follows the script’s pre- 
miere last May at Yale. 

first glance, look the begin- 
ning and the end of romance seems more 
naturalistic than the magical-realist works 
that have made his name. Well, at last 
glance, too, there being guerrilla angels 
or anthropomorphized moons in sight. Set 
in Puerto Rico in 1953, act one tells how pi- 
ous tempestuous Flora loses philander- 
ing fiancé and gains better young husband 
in Eusebio. Act two takes place 39 years later 
in Alabama, where Flora and Eusebio, now 
in their 6os, deal with disease, a destructive 
deathbed confession, and the disenchant- 
ment the title. Still, Boleros does not spin 
metaphysical apocalyptic fantasy the 
manner of Cloud Tectonics or Marisol, neither 
is it entirely realistic: act one un- 
folds in a glimmering haze of 
nostalgia through which the 
tried and toughened couple

seat-of-the-pants approach the presidency 
in Mamet’s Charles Smith, who in other 
ways resembles Bush not all. This espe- 
cially true at the Lyric, where, under Daniel 
lively direction, the character por- 
trayed not by some squinting, simian cowboy 
but that patrician-looking master comic 
timing Richard Snee, whose dapper per- 
son the character’s crude, utterly pragmatic 
corruption sits more amusingly. 

Okay, November is no American Buffalo or Glen- 
garry Glen Ross, which all-American greed 
and venality get more pointed treatment 
and Mamet’s pronounced, staccato rhythms 
constitute more potent poetry. But the 
outrageous little scenario — in which Smith, 
abetted slickly craven chief adviser (the 
unflappable Will McGarrahan), tries hit 
the turkey industry for $200 incites 
the Native American leader of the Micmac na- 
tion violence, and engages war wills 
with his lesbian liberal speechwriter (an ap- 
pealingly groggy Adrianne Krstansky), who 
comes armed with agenda her own 
incorrect.

9), Annette Miller, flouncing around in a pink 
peignoir, her coiffure pile lacquered curls, 
her loose lips attached pink Princess tele- 
phone, brings the Arkansas-born matron who 
sank Nixon — and, in the process, her own 
husband vivacious, brave, and bibulous 
life for another 100 minutes.

et in the 1920s and inspired by Art 
Deco and Erté, Jarmes Kudelka’s Cin- 
derella is a visual stunner — especially 
the second act, with its pumpkin- 
colored Japanese lanterns and the 
pumpkin-coach montgolfier that descends 
into the ballroom and the pumpkin-headed 
men tuxes who pop the clock moves 
toward midnight. When Boston Ballet staged 
it in 2005, this Cinderella seerned more wit 
than wisdom. Now the company has brought 
back (through October the Wang The- 
atre), and either it’s wised have. 
When comes psychological depth, 
Cinderella not well-favored her sister 
Romeo and Juliet her stepsisters Swan Lake and 
The Sleeping Beauty. Her biggest asset is Proko- 
score, burgeoning nightmare that, 
with its ominous mazurka and bittersweet 
erotic waltzes, suggests happi- 
ness could burst at any moment, like an over- 
ripe pumpkin. Michael Corder’s 1996 version 
(which Boston Ballet staged 1997) used the 
waxing and waning moon metaphor for 
dreams. Kudelka’s metaphor 
is the pumpkin, another symbol of organic 
growth and decay, but also a humble every- 
day item, like Cinderella herself. Her garden 
is her sanctuary from her Stepmother and 
her Stepsisters, the place where she grows 
herbs and vegetables. That’s where her Fairy 
Codmother takes her, under full moon, 
receive the blessings and gifts Blossom, 
Petal, Moss, and Twig (as Spring, Summer, 
Fall, and Winter have been renamed); it’s 
that quartet plus the “Carden Creatures” who 
shepherd her the ball, and who warn her 
that the clock about strike midnight, 
when gardeners should be abed. It’s appro- 
priate that wedding the Prince 
should take place not in his castle but in that 
garden. After which they settle down front 
of her hearth (the rest of the kitchen set, the 
tallboy hutches and breakfronts, has been 
stripped away): she sits simple chair 
and puts his head her lap. Love all 
caviar and champagne. 

Kudelka does go for the easy laugh, and 
there’s some moralistic stereotyping. The 
“Bachelors” and “Ladies” who've been invited 
to the Prince's ball represent the empty glit- 
terati society rather than the supportive 
community of your average story ballet. The 
Prince himself enters like a rock star, and his 
“Four Officers” look more like a bodyguard 
posse; they keep giving the flashbulb-pop- 
ping Photo Journalist the rush. (Never 
any respect for the press!) Prince and posse 
get their come-uppance in the third act when 
they scour the world with the glass slipper: 
one foreign lady after another isn’t interested 

trying on, and the Prince hits rock bot- 
tom when starts offer woman 
with only one leg.

But there are real laughs as well. Cinder- 
Stepsister marcelled blonde-bomb- 
shell wanna-be, and Her Other Stepsister 
(that’s what Kudelka calls them) is a myopic 
The Stepmother chainsmoking 
dipso; the two men — “A Hired Escort” and 
“Another Hired Escort” she engages take 
her daughters the ball come like Gene 
Kelly and Fred Astaire even though between 
them they have four left feet. The ball guests 
ga-ga and wind looking the wrong 
direction the first couple times the Prince’s 
entrance anticipated. (Did Kudelka get this 
idea from the “rooster entrance” Frederick 
Ashton’s La Fille Mal Gardée?) Then they frac- 
ture Prokofiev’s mazurka into a kaleidoscope 
jazzy dances. (One continuing puzzle: 
when Prokofiev quotes the famous march 
from his opera The Love forThree Oranges, you'd 
think the guests would given oranges 
underline the joke, but no, though you can 
wedding, the Stepsisters run and 
fling themselves, one by one, at the Prince — 
whom they’ve hardly met before being 
carried off paroxysms unrequited-love 
despair. And they remain in character during 
the curtain call: when Cinderella the lead- 
ing lady steps forward to escort the orchestra 
conductor to center stage, the Stepsisters 
push her aside and grab him for themselves. 

Every ballet company waxes and wanes, 
and here some the departed from the 2005 
production are missed: Jennifer Claze’s lov- 
ably ditsy Stepmother; Vilia Putrius 
shimmy-shouldered ball guest; Mindaugas 
Bauzys the officer who kept almost-falling 
out of the car; Viktor Plctnikov as a slouchy, 
Humphrey Photo Journalist. But 
there’s a lot left to appreciate, even in the 
smaller roles: Shannon Parsley as a Mary 
Poppins-gracious Fairy Godmother in garden 
green (and her last name could hardly be 
appropriate); Jared Redick Hired 
Escort whose De Niro/Pacino pretensions are 
hilariously at odds with his prowess (he’s 
also a stitch as a grumpy Shoe Salesman);

Brian Blade and company help blaze newest path

jazz tide shifting once again. 
Over the past years, wave after 
wave the avant-garde, jazz-rock 
fusion, and funk has broken and 
been absorbed. But the last de- 
cade so, yet another concept jazz has be- 
gun to take in the pop music of our time.

(Travis Sullivan’s Bjorkestra 
even specialize in the Icelandic chanteuse 
as big-band jazz.) The Bad Plus appropriate 
everything from Queen and Black Sabbath 
Neil Young and Nirvana. Even when jazz mu- 
aren't actually covering these artists, 

t 1g hard. Brad Mehidau’s 2002 
Largo Bros.) and Kurt 
2003 Heartcore (Verve) were benchmarks, both 
musical content and the use pop 
studio production techniques.

For the past eight 
years, Blade has been member Wayne 
Shorter’s acoustic quartet. doesn’t get more 
jazz than that. 

But he’s also recorded with Bob Dylan, 
and he’s a regular partner with Dylan produc- 
and guitarist Daniel Lanois. And over the 
past 10 years, he’s released three albums with

his Fellowship Band, whose core is Blade 

and keyboardist Jon Cowherd, who do all the 
writing, but also bassist Chris Thomas and 
reedmen Myron Walden and Melvin Butler, 
all whom have been there since the begin- 
ning. Rosenwinkel, meanwhile, has been on 
board for the past two albums. 

Like others in jazz’s current wave, the 
Fellowship like folk harmonies out Joni 
Mitchell she even sings song its 
second album.

ast week’s Boston Symphony Or- 

chestra program looked odd 

paper. It opened with Tchaikovsky's 

Pathétique Symphony, piece that, 

despite its quiet ending, invariably 
ends concert. After intermission came the 
world premiere Leon The Forbid- 
den, and then Schumann’s Piano Concerto, 
piece invariably played before intermis- 
sion. Maybe James Levine chose this order 
because the Schumann is a more romantic, 
optimistic, exhilarating work end with. 
Or maybe he regarded the great Italian pia- 
nist Maurizio Pollini’s return to the BSO for 
the first time years the main event. 
Whatever the motivation for this program 
order, the concert was a knockout. 

The Pathétique also usually played with 
its heart on its sleeve and its guts hanging 
out. But Levine allowed unfold effort- 
lessly, the climaxes unforced, and he gave 
the places where woodwinds dominate a 
restrained chamber-music intimacy (a par- 
ticular bravo to bassoonist Richard Svoboda 
the eloquent, melancholy “voice” the 
hero). The first impassioned 
second subject, one of Tchaikovsky’s most 
famous tunes, sounded fresh and honestly 
felt rather than pumped-up and over-the- 
top. The tilted waltz (not in 3/4 but in 5/4 
time) was seductively understated, and in 
the trio section the steady under- 
lying heartbeat was palpable presence. 
Then the orchestra took off on a march 
Tchaikovsky makes so triumphant (Allegro 
molto vivace), it inevitably elicits a round of 
applause. The real ending, Adagio lamen- 
toso, is one of the most desolate symphonic 
movements ever written. And again, 
Levine led less for wild grief than for for- 


mal solemnity, less for full closure than for 
anticipation something follow. 
Kirchner’s new piece, a BSO commis- 
sion, actually his orchestral version 
a 2003 piano sonata he’s already turned 
into 2006 string quartet. Yet these 
three “identical” pieces sound amaz- 
ingly different from one another, each 
completely faithful its own idiom. The 
sonata, with its explicit reference late 
Beethoven sonata, sounds little like 
cross between Beethoven and Schoenberg, 
one Kirchner’s teachers UCLA the 
1930s. (Kirchner turns 90 in January.) The 
title The Forbidden refers to the Schoenberg- 
like pact with the Devil 
Thomas Mann's Doctor Faustus. (Kirchner 
dares to use “forbidden” tonalities.) If the 
new orchestral piece suggests anyone else 
(and Kirchner never really sounds like 
anyone else), it’s a 21st-century Mahler. 
The Forbidden, brilliantly orchestrated 
(there’s an electrifying xylophone), seems 
compress whole Mahler symphony 
into intense minutes exploding from 
a single nucleus — rhapsodic, restless, 
surprising, forward-tumbling, rapidly 
unfolding, fleetingly fugal, rhythmically 
intricate, and its quieter passages, 
touchingly, mysteriously beautiful. 
Kirchner, who now lives in New York but 
for decades was one of Harvard’s most dis- 
tinguished and beloved teachers, received 
the second standing ovation. 
Then Pollini. This was his very first col- 
laboration with Levine and was marvel- 
ously symbiotic. Both play not just bars 
music but phrases, and they lean into those 
phrases create sense forward mo- 
mentum.

Ever since the ’6os, 
most conductors have adhered to Mahler’s 
original intention follow the relentless 
march of the first movement with the even 
nastier Scherzo, before “relaxing” into the 
pastoral Andante.

Friday, hearing the 
Andante immediately after the first move- 
ment (the only way Mahler actually con- 
ducted the piece), felt this was the better 
order. And though many people still don’t 
agree, that was the order Levine chose for 
his final concert. 


The only time ever seen Carl Maria 

von masterpiece, Der Freischiitz 
(“The Free-Shooter”), was the last time it 
was done Boston: Sarah 1984 
staging, which wasn’t one her major 
successes. It’s hard opera pull off 
this country because it’s so connected to a 
German cultural tradition and getting the 
tone right crucial. It’s quasi folk opera, 
with special effects (ghosts, magic bullets), 
and pact with the Devil the hero makes 
in order to win a shooting contest and 
marry his beloved.

The marvelous 
score includes Weber’s most famous over- 
ture, the heroine Agathe’s beautiful prayer 
aria (“Leise, leise”), and the bone-chilling 
Wolf’s Glen scene. couldn’t wait for Opera 
Boston’s new production. 

Stage director Sam Helfrich was not un- 
aware the challenge. His program note 
defends his choice modern dress: 
says wanted emphasize the underly- 


ing psychological implications the story. 


But more traditional approach might 


have better allowed appreciate the op- 
era metaphor while still maintaining its 
uncanny atmosphere. Helfrich’s updating 
merely literalized the psychological meta- 
phors and drained the opera its essential 
magic. The modernization finally seemed 
excuse avoid elaborate (and expen- 
sive?) scenic effects. 

Hardly mysterious, the production 
looked ugly and cheap. Andrew Holland’s 
abstract yet cluttered set cramped the 
suburban housing development Ba- 
varia, with antennas and drainpipes, 
beer keg, plastic cups, and blue rub- 
ber trash barrel. (When the housefronts 
were rotated become Wolf’s Glen, the 
forest crags still had antennas stick- 
ing out them.) These modern village 
maidens wriggled their rear ends against 
their boyfriends’ pelvises group lap 
dance, only standing up). When Agathe’s 
cousin Annchen rehung picture that 
had ominously fallen, guess what part 
of the male anatomy she suggested with 
her hammer. “Good taste,” friend 
mine used say, “is timeless.” Max’s 
nightmares Wolf’s Glen included get- 
ting beaten village gang and hav- 
ing his pants pulled down the village 
girls. the end, wall-ful ancestral 
portraits were some them compos- 
ers? all got dumped the trash. (Take 
that, ancestors!) It’s hard to remember 
another opera production whose stage 
images consistently ignored 
fought the music. (The extensive spo- 
ken dialogue was German, was

It’s too bad, because this Der Freischiitz 
had good musical qualities. was sen- 
sibly and sensitively (if not thrillingly) 
conducted Opera Boston’s Gil Rose and 
well cast.

characterized Annchen; Boston baritone 
David Kravitz, a commanding Price Ot- 
tokar; basses Andrew Funk, the villain 
Kaspar, and resonant Herbert Perry, who 
was both amplified Devil and oth- 
erworldly Hermit (he played Leporello 
opposite his twin brother Eugene’s Don 
Giovanni Peter Sellars’s famous Mozart 
production); and especially Edward Jones 
and his outstanding chorus.

When comes goals band can 
strive achieve, having excuse 
zet hammered and make noise with your 
rely among the most practical. 
But even modest ambitions can be taken way 
too far, as Easter Bloodhounds demonstrated 
by playing their first show in 1998, four years 
after their formation, and not playing an- 
other one till 2004. 

“It was probably laziness,” 
Jon Christopher admits while 
nursing a bottle of Bass at his 
Arlington apartment one 
the few well-kept rock-mu- 
sician dwellings I've ever vis- 
ited. “It was for fun. We just 
enjoyed playing, rather than 
through all the trouble 
trying to play out.” 

That’s all well and good, but during the 
interim from Easter Bloodhounds’ inception 
their decision perform regularly, can’t 
help but feel they were cheating the rest 
us. since compensated for their 
sloth, providing ear candy for all peoples 
whose stoner-rock palate requires lil’ 
sludge and touch Satan. 

Indeed, if it hadn't been for the bastardly 
imp who sits shoulder and tells 
do bad things, I might never have heard Eas- 
ter Bloodhounds.

era is turning 50. And that’s the 
occasion for a showcase of the 
immortal artistry of the great 
founding triumvirate of Jobim, 
Gilberto, and Vinicius. These 
two compilations of female and 
male singers addressing the Jo 
bim songbook span five decades 
of idiosyncratic interpretations 
by a galaxy of mostly Brazilian 
stars. (The only two gringas in 
the mix are Ella Fitzgerald and 
Sarah Vaughan, so it’s all good.) 
Feminino kicks off with the unusual 
bossa funk of Elis Regina's “Es- 
trada do sol” (producers: sample 
alert!), and it finds room for an 
unusually deconstructed “Garota 
de Ipanema” by Marina, Norman 
Ganz's 1980 swinging (or coked- 
up) supper-club arrangement 
of “Favela” for Ella, and Sylvia 
Telles’s easy-listening “Bonita.” 
The boys are well represented with 
Caetano Veloso’s simple, loose- 
guitar-and-voice “Eu sei que vou 
te amar,” the gender-bending Ney 
Matogrosso stretching the defini- 
tion of “masculino” with a heart- 
breaking piano take on the love 
song from the Gabriela soundtrack 
(only slightly tarnished by a Kenny 
G-esque clarinet), and a mesmer- 
izing “Dindi” by Licio Alves, one 
of the most distinctive, influen- 
tial, and underrated vocalists of 
the bossa period. The world might 
have preferred Sérgio Mendes's jet- 
setting versions, but listen to Leny 
Andrade's smoky “Samba do aviao” 
(from a live 1963 recording) and 
you'll experience Brazilian jazz in 
its natural setting: a dark club ina 
third-world Interzona as the Cold 
War raged on.

schism between underground authen- 

ticity and mainstream monotony, it 

was Mos Def and Talib Kweli Are Black Star 

(Rawkus). In addition to unprecedented 
intellectual miracles like “Definition” and 
“Respiration,” the release packed cuts such 
“Hater Players” that pegged the senti- 
ments of rap purists. For those of us who 
followed the subterranean gospel Mos 
and Kweli, interest in Jay-Z and comparable 
materialistic contemporary nonsense faded 
quicker than Rule. 

Save for featuring Justin Timberlake 
his last release, Kweli never compromised 
his craft rise above the underground, 
and yet became one hip-hop’s elite 
few bling-free mainstream rappers. Even 
while evolving artist and entre- 
preneur, he’s remained the same Brooklyn 
cat who reaches “past the star status that 
grabbing at,” and whose “battle 
raps blast your ass back to your natural 
habitats.” I caught Kweli by phone from 
Miami — where he’s on tour with his live 
back-up band, the Rhythm Roots All Stars 
— to see how it feels to be (what often 
seems like) the lone black star shining in 
an abyss of mediocrity. 


THERE'S BEEN A LOT OF TALK THAT THE SUCCESS 
OF YOUR MOST RECENT DISC, LAST VEAR’S EAR- 
ALBUM CHART, WAS THE LONG-AWAITED PROOF

“lam not going to Salem on Hallow- 
een,” exclaims senior Alex DeSimone. 

“But it’s a really fun way to embrace 
the stereotype!”, Dame replies. 

These students are members of 
Nemeton, an officially recognized reli- 
gious organization for people the 
community who practice Wicca. 


GODDESS! 

Lots of people define Wicca as “modern 
witchcraft,” which is partially true. Oth- 
ers write Wicca off as a stigma of evil and 
weirdness — dirty hippies and pentacle- 
wearing, elf-eared, 12-sided-dice rollers. 
The truly clueless associate Wicca with 
devil worship and sadistic rituals, like 
goat sacrifices and Republican rallies. 


In truth, modern Wicca is a peace- 
ful, ethereal sort of belief system, 
loosely rooted in ancient pagan custom 
and ritual, and based on a reverence for 
nature and the Earth. 

“In short, being Wiccan means see- 
ing the divine as an equal balance of 
feminine and masculine forces known 
as the Goddess and the God,” explains 
Emerson College sophomore Emily 
Robinson, 19. “{It’s] worshipping these 
forces in nature and within ourselves, 
celebrating the cycles nature, show- 
ing respect for all living things and 
alternate beliefs, refraining from 
harm wherever possible, and believing 
the power karma punish re- 
ward our actions.”

Not as exciting as The Craft, huh? 

The religion, as Robinson describes 
it, is relatively young, popularized 
in the 1950s by a British civil servant 
named Gerald Gardner, who published 
several books on the subject and is 
widely regarded as a central figure in 
the Wicca movement. 

On college campuses, where teenag- 
ers struggle to define themselves out- 
side of preconceived boundaries, a fair 
number of students are searching for 
spiritual validity. And many find their 
spiritwal and social needs best met 
adopting belief system that the po- 
lar opposite the one they were intro- 
duced to as children. After all, college is

famously a time of rebellion, self-expression, 
exploration. No better way to stick it to Mom 
and Dad than to cast a circle and chant incan- 
tations over an herbal sachet, right? 

But Wicca isn’t really too far a cry from, 
say, Christianity, the holidays of which are 
partially, sometimes outright, based on ancient 
pagan rituals. Those who mock Wicca with 
sneering indigence might take a second to 
meditate on the custom of bringing a pine tree 
inside your house and decorating it with lights 
and fruits, or carving a face into a pumpkin and 
throwing on a scary costume. Gardner himself 
wrote, in his 1959 book The Meaning of Witchcraft, 
“To a Roman Catholic who believes in transub- 
stantiation, that is, that the bread and wine 
of the mass are literally changed into the flesh 
and blood of Christ, a ceremonial insult to the 
host would be the most awful blasphemy; but 
witches do not believe this, so it would simply 
be absurd to them to try to in- 
sult a piece of bread.” 

Many Wiccans practice 
“magic,” a solo or group rit- 
ual effort to effect some kind 
of change, which seems akin 
to, oh, I don’t know, prayer. 
As for dressing oneself in 
robes and flowers in order 
to perform a secret candlelit 
ritual, as many Wiccans do, 
think back to your fraternity 
or sorority days. See? Sur- 
prise! You’re Wiccan and you 
didn’t even know it. 

Ariana Zarate, 19, a 
sophomore at Wellesley Col- 
lege, and UMass-Amherst 
sophomore Joshua Berkow- 
itz, 18, were raised in Chris- 
tian households, and turned 
away from church after years 
of discontent and curiosity. 

“One of my friends got 


tian,” says Berkowitz. “So, I 
studied Wicca in order to try 
and persuade her out of it. 
The more | studied Wicca, 
the more I respected it.” 

A few years later, Berkow- 
itz is active in the western 
Massachusetts Wiccan com- 
munity, and he’s a member fe 
of the UMass pagan organiza- 
tion SPIRALS (Students Pagans Integrating Re- 
ligion and Life Spiritually). He recently found- 
ed a new Wiccan tradition, the Avatarian Rite 
of Wicca, which, he says, will function much 
like a secret society. 

Stop rolling your eyes. William Howard 
Taft, Senator John Kerry, and that idiot cur- 
rently running our country are members of a 
secret society called Skull and Bones. Which is 
a much, much creepier name than “The Avatar- 
ian Rite of Wicca.” Plus, no Wiccans ever played 
Russian roulette with our tax dollars, and lost. 

Both Zarate and Berkowitz say that the shift 
in their respective religious beliefs aligned with 
their decisions to come out of the closet. “Wicca 
felt open and accepting. While I was Catholic, 

I felt a little odd being queer,” says Zarate. “I 
heard so many things about the Catholic com- 
munity not being accepting of non-heterosexu- 
ality. There was no such feeling in Wicca.” 

Salem State sophomore Judith Valentine, 
22, also raised in a Catholic household, found, 
like Zarate, that a religious doctrine at the 
opposite end of the theological spectrum was 
the best solution to her discontent. 

“My first religion wasn't a very good fit, 
so I started looking for something better,” 
says Valentine. “{Wicca] is basically the polar 
opposite of everything | found dissatisfying 
about Catholicism.” 

One would assume that a college like Sa- 
lem State, so close to the witchcraft mother- 
land, would host a vibrant community of 
Wiccans who scatter the campus with May- 
poles and garlands and positive energy galore. 
Not so, says Valentine. Surprisingly, there are 
no Wiccan organizations on campus, no gal- 
vanized community of “Magickal” students.

“During my orientation, we were given 
forms to fill out, if we so wished, about our re- 
ligions,” she says. “There was no box for Wicca, 
so | checked ‘other’ and wrote it in. About a 
week later, I got a letter from the school’s Prot- 
estant adviser, inviting me to some group or 
other. I still think it’s a little funny that the 
closest thing they have to Wicca at my school 
is Protestant, especially since of all the cities in 
the country, Salem has, arguably, the best vis- 
ible representation of the Wiccan community.” 


MAGICK MONEY 


Student-run groups such as Nemeton or 
SPIRALS, which are well-organized, well-re- 
garded, and meet weekly on school property, 
aren't easy to come by on many Massachu- 
setts college campuses. Universities seem 
reluctant to recognize Wicca as an actual 
religion, so Wiccan groups generally don’t 
have access to the same resources and fund- 
ing as, say, a Catholic, Jew- 
ish, Muslim organization. 
For that reason, Valentine, 
Zarate, and Robinson don’t 
have a galvanized commu- 
nity with which practice 
their religion. 

It doesn’t help their cause, 
probably, that Wicca often 
wrongly associated with cheesy 
occult paraphernalia and ab- 
hotrent demonic activity. 

“At first, my interest in 
Wicca was very childish. I 
loved lighting candles and 
incense, writing ‘magick’ with 
a‘k’ at the end,” says. Robin- 
son. “I was attracted to the 
fancy trappings of the religion 
— crystals, oils, ornate stat- 
ues, velvet robes. Wicca had 
a deliciously ‘forbidden’ aura. 
The more I studied Wicca,” she 
continues, “the more I came 
understand that the heart 
of this faith has nothing to do 
with candles, crystals, or even 
spells and witchcraft.” 

“There are people who re- 
ally do believe that Wicca is a 
Devil-worshipping religion, 
which is ironic, because Wic- 
cans don’t actually believe in 
the Devil at all,” says Berkow- 
itz. “We're not a Satanic reli- 
gion.” 

“Wiccans aren't trying to make Satanists in- 
to scapegoats, either,” he explains, after paus- 
ing to laugh at his choice of descriptive noun. 
“Not only is Satanism a legal religion in the US, 
but Satanists don’t sacrifice things. They de- 
nounce that activity. If you read The Satanic Bible, 
you'll see that sacrifice is actually considered a 
fallacy. But people are afraid of Satanists and, 
by proxy, witches and Wiccans.” 

Many young Wiccans maintain a sense of 
humor about their typecasting. Back at BU, 
Nemeton, hard up for cash like any other stu- 
dent organization, is discussing their latest 
fundraising efforts. (And, no, they can’t just 
conjure it out of thin air. They're witches, not 
alchemists.) The discussion, momentarily 
interrupted when a cell phone erupts with a 
StarTrek theme song ring-tone, centers on the 
regular bake sales that Nemeton sponsors to 
éarn extra money — efforts that are especially 
profitable around Parents’ Weekend. 

“When the parents realize who they’re 
buying cookies from, it’s the greatest thing 
ever,” says Dame, and the group laughs about 
how awkwardly suspicious and nervous their 
classmates’ pafents grow when confronted 
with a pack of young Wiccans, laden with 
baked goods. 

“lL love when they get all freaked out but 
try to make jokes about it,” says DeSimone, 
“and ask things like, ‘Did you put a spell on 
this cookie?’” 

“1 like to tell them ‘yes,"” she continues. “A

That 
disgusted me and pushed me to the right. My 
experience at college was one of the fundamen- 
tal reasons I became more conservative.” 

It’s a thankless position, he says, not least 
because of frequent Bush-bashings on campus 
Rothman calls party foul on his fellow students 
who claim to be liberal and open-minded, yet 
shun non-liberal viewpoints. “People stop me, 
taunt me about Sarah Palin. People Bush-bash 
and college professors present biased lectures. 
It’s hard to express opinions without being 
punished. People verbally assault us, take down 
our fliers — and we put out these really well- 
thought-out fliers — these are the same people 
who say they’re progressive and liberal.” He 
sighs good-naturedly. 

Still, Rothman soldiers on, mainly because 
he understands why many students find liberal- 
ism so “sexy.” 

“The educational system is extremely lib- 
eral,” he says. “Once you get to college, you're 
assailed by professors who have a degree of
